MOVE A BIG SURPRISE. 


Charge Is That Money Was Ac- 
cepted for Decision in Favor 
of a Get Rich Quick Con- 

cern in St. Louis. 


Startling and sensational developments in the 
postal scandals came late this afternoon 
when Daniel V. Miller, assistant attorney in 
the office of the assistant attorney general 
for the postoffice department, was arrested 
on the charge of accepting a bribe for a de- 
cision in favor of John J. Ryan & Co., the 
St. Louls get rich quick turf exchange. The 
man accused of giving the bribe, Joseph M. 
Johns of Rochester, Ind., was arrested at 
his home in that city tonight. 

Other cases are being investigated, and in 
the near furute the department detectives will 
be able to place under arrest others who have 
given and accepted bribes in connection with 
other turf exchanges. A heavy fine and a 
term in the penitentiary threatens Miller, 
as the attorneys for the department have 
made out an exceedingly strong case against 
him. The statute punishing this offense pro- 
vides that the fine imposed shall be three 
times the amount of the bribe, and in addi- 
tion a term in the penitentiary of not more 
than three years. 

The arrest was made quietly and few per- 
sons knew of it at the time, but in a short 
while it became known, and something in 
the nature of a panic took place among the 
employés. A few moments before his arrest 

Miller walked through the corridor and 
stopped greet about fifty newspaper cor - 
respondents who were waiting to be admitted 
into the office of the postmaster general. 
Miller did not know he was to furnish the 
most sensational news of the entire scan- 
dal and was greatly astonished upon return- 
ing to his office to be taken into custody by 
one of the inspectors. 

Miller was detained in his office in charge 
of a detective until the employés of the 
department had gone and while the arrange- 


ments were being made for ball. a 


* Assistant Attorney General Robb, who now 
has charge of the office, made vacant by the 
peremptory dismissal of Assistant Attorney 
General Tyner, made out the case against 
Miller, and was extremely considerate of the 
man under arrest, who has been associated 
with him for a month. Mr. Robb timed the 
arrest so that Miller would not be sent to 
jail tonight, but could be admitted to bail to. 
await trial, which will take place in October 
at Cincinnati. 

Following Miller's arrest word was re- 
celved by federal odicers that Joseph M. 
Johns had been taken into custody at Rock- 
ville, Ind. Johns, it is said, was the party 
who worked directly with John J, Ryan 
and accepted the money. According to the 
federal officers Johns’ first offer for the let- 
ter was $5,000. Ryan refused to pay that 
amount, when Johns agreed to compromise 
for $2,500. : 

Johns and Ryan met at the Gibson house 
in Cincinnati on Jan. 12, when Ryan paid 
over the money and in return received the 
letter which was used in advertising the 
“get rich quick” scheme. Subsequently 
Ryan paid Johns $2,000 more for other serv- 
ices. 

Johns is deputy prosecutor of Parke 
county and has been a close friend of Daniel 
Miller for years. Mr. Miller formerly lived 
in Parke county before removing to Terre 
Haute, from which city he was appointed 
to his position at Washington. He ise 35 
years old and a well known young lawyer 
of that county. 


The two arrests oe direct results of 
charges made against former Assistant At- 
torney General Tyner and his nephew, Bar- 
rett, an assistant attorney in Tyner’s office, 
that the get rich quick turf exchanges had 
brought influence to bear which secured fa- 
vorable treatment for them in the law divis- 
ion of the postoffice department. Direct 
charges were made against Barrett, and after 
he left the department service he acted as 
attorney for Arnold & Co. and other turf ex- 
changes which have been debarred from the 
use of the mails on the ground of fraud. Bar- 
rett did not represent Ryan & Co. , 

Since these charges were made an investi- 
gation has been conducted by the detective 
force of the department, under the direction 
of Assistant Postmaster General Bristow. A 
short time ago the inspectors came into pos- 
session of information which convinced them 
that Miller had accepted a bribe for a decis- 

in connection with a case before the de- 
nt involving the fraudulent use of the 
mails by John J. Ryan & Co. of St. Louis. 

The case was put in the hands of Inspectors 
W. J. Vickery at Cincinnati and R. M. Ful- 
ton at St. Louis, a few days ago. On the 
evidence secured Inspector Fulton made com- 
plaint before the United States commissioner 
at Cincinnati, and a warrant was issued on 
Saturday. Fulton arrived here Sunday 
morning and laid the papers in the case be- 
fore United States District Attorney Beach, 
and later placed Miller under arrest. 

The original warrant was sworn out at Cin- 
cinnati because the inspectors have evidence 
that the bribe was paid there, and not at St. 
Louis. 

The statute covering the acceptance of 
bribes by government officials provides: 

“Every officer of the United States and 
every person acting for or on behalf of the 
United States in any official capacity under 
or by virtue of the authority of any depart- 
ment or office of the government thereof, 
and every officer or person acting for or on be- 
half of either house of congress or any com- 
mittee of either house or both houses thereof, 
who asks, accepts, or receives any money or 
any contract, promise, undertaking, ob- 
ligation, gratuity, or security for the pay- 
ment of money or for the delivery or con- 
veyance of anything of value with the intent 
to have his decision or action on any ques- 


or in his place of trust or profit, influenced 
thereby, shall be punished by a fine of not

Hammered Down Under Heavy 
Liquidation—Tearing Down of the 
Western Union Wires the Cause.

New York, May 25.—[Special.}—That the 
battle between the Western Union, or Gould 
interests, and the Penusylvania railway has 
been transferred to Wall street and is to be 
fought out on the floor of the stock exchange 
is indicated by the results of today. 

Without apparent cause the stocks con- 
trolled or supposed to be under the influence 
of the contending factions were hammered 
down, some so much as two to four points, 
and liquidation was on an alarming scale. 

Called Act of Vandalism. 

Much indignation is expressed by friends 
of the Western Union over the destruction 
of its poles and wires in Pennsylvania last 
week. A banker from Pittsburg, who is well 
posted on public opinion there, said today: 

“The act was vandalism. It was small for 
a man of Cassatt's position to be guilty of 
perpetrating. It showed an almost peevish 
spitefulness. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of property was absolutely de- 


ever the courte of law may adjudge It.“ 

The action of the railway ise declared by 
many an act of revenge because of the threat- 
ened invasion of Pennsylvania railway ter- 
ritory by the Wabash. The United States 
Steel corporation is tied up to the Wabash 
by a contract made by Andrew Carnegie only 
a few monthe before the Carnegie company 
became a part of the steel corporation. 

During the latter part of last week, after the 
Pennsylvania railway began the tearing down 
of Western Union wires and poles along its 
line, there were rumors that retaliation would 
follow. These stories were heard on Wall 
street and resulted in considerable selling of 
securities which might be affected by a finan- 
cial war of such gigantic interests. The sto- 
ries brought in many of the foremost capi- 
talists of the country and those in control of 
the principal railway and industrial enter- 

Has Rockefeller Joined Gould? 

One of the most persistent stories was that 
the Standard Oil intérests, so-called, because 
of their large stock ownership in the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad have allied themselves 
with the Gould interests and in conjunction 
with the Goulds have been conducting a bear 
campaign in the market against Pennsyl- 
vania stock in an endeavor to carry its prices 
under 120, the price fixed by the directors 
for stockholders to subscribe for the pending 
issue of new stock. This attack was in the 
nature, the story added. of revenge for the 
destruction of the Western Uliion telegraph 
lines. 

While those on both sides concerned were 
guarded in their statements and made light 
of the story, it nevertheless circulated. 

Still another story that had the Standard 
Oll men hitched to it was to the effect that 
they had been attacking the market in order 
to buy New York Central stock and perhaps 
increase their holdings in that company to a 
controlling interest. 

Market Starts Panicky. 


The market was panicky at the start today 
and except for a slight rally at noon was on 
the down grade up to the close. Some securi- 
ties reached prices the lowest recorded on 
them since the famous panic of May 9, 1901. 

In addition to capitalists referred to in Sat- 
urday’s rumors, who were alleged to have 
been compelled to dispose of their St. Paul, 


and other stocks, a new name was added to- 
day—a man identified with the steel trust, 
who also is connected with other enterprises. 
As if to give color to this, some of the heavi- 
est liquidations of the day came from Pitts- 
burg. 

On the other hand, there was evidence that 
a strong bear party, in which are several 
Pittsburg men, was at work trying to de- 
press the entire list, and it was conjectured 
that these men might be accountable for the 
circulation of some rumors about capital- 
ists in trouble. 

The apparent failure of the Pennsylvania 
railway company to float its additional stock 
issues, unaided, coupled with the alleged fail- 
ure of the United States Steel company's 
stock conversion plan and the uncertainty 
as to the last mentioned, in the absence of any 
official statement on the subject, all contrib- 
uted, it was said, to destroy confidence, un- 
settle the market, and keep the public away 
from it. 

Friction in Rock Island? 

Then, in addition to these reasons to ac- 
count for the slump, it was said that there 
had beem a serious falling out among the 
heads of the Rock Island system on ques- 
tions of policy and expediency affecting the 
management of that property. These men 
are, as is well known, large holders of stocks 
of western roade. One of them, it was said, 
gave out large selling orders in St. Paul, one 
house alone selling 10,000 shares in one day. 

In connection with thie report is coupled 
a story of an attempted absorption by the 
St. Paul of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas, 
with the Rockefellers im control of both 
properties. No corroboration was obtained 
of the story, but the reported falling out of 
some of the big men in Rock Island, while 
not fully credited, yet received a good deal 
of attention. 


St. Paul on the Toboggan. 

The decline of St. Paul caused a good deal 
of uneasiness, and it did more than any other 
one stock to unsettle the other prices. After 
the decline of more than six points last week 
it started a point lower today and on the 
second sale 4,000 shares were poured out at 
150; then it broke to 149%. Rock Island 
started with 6,000 shares at 38% to 89, and 
then went still lower, while United Stites 
Steel common opened with 3,500 shares at 
80% to 30%, as against 315%. Losses of one to 
two points were made in.other issues, with 
many thousand share lots thrown over. 

Pennsylvania, New York Central, Atchison, 
Union Pacific, Missouri Pacific, and Amal- 
gamated Copper were among the weak 
features. The only firm stocks during the 
morning were Erie and Reading, the former 
advancing from one to two points for several 

As prices steadied after the first half hour 
and rallied a point in some cases, at midday 
Wall street breathed more easily. The bet- 
ter feeling was due largely to a published 
interview with Charles M. Schwab. 

The fact that only $300,000 in gold was en- 
gaged for export tomorrow encouraged the 
belief that this week’s shipments of the yel- 
low metal, outside of the $2,250,000 today for 
nmr would not be heavy, but at 1 
o’clock pressure was resumed against the en-

BRINGS UP STRIKE ISSUE. 


Packers and Employes Are Un- 
able to Agree on Terms of 
Settlement, but Meet 
Again Tomorrow. 


* 


Twenty-four rallroads centering in Chicago 
threw down the gauntlet yesterday to their 
freight handlers by formally refusing to 
grant them any increase in wages. 

This action forces the strike issue to the 
front, and the men will hold a meeting be- 
fore the close of the week and consider what 
course is to be taken, and whether the 
fusal warrants a walkout. * 

The railroad managers acknowledge they 
are preparing for a conflict. Many of them 
are beginning to import men from smaller 
cities. Others are arranging to transfer 
through freight at outlying junctions, and all 
are making ready to notify shippers that a 
general tieup is imminent. 

While this breach was widening the pack- 
ers at the Union stockyards met represent- 
atives of their laborers, but were unable 
to adjust the wage demands of the men. 
will be held tomorrow.

employés are still in charge of negotiations, 
but may lose control when the unions hold 


them «a horizontal merease in wages and binding 


Railroad Managers Meet. 
railroad managers met in their offices 
at the Monadnock building to consider the 
demands of 4,000 freight handlers for a 25 per 
cent wage increase, a ten hour work day, and 
no discrimination against members of the 
union. The managers had statistics to show 
the present rate of wages in Chicago, which 
averages 17 cents an hour, is higher than 
that in all but two cities of the middle west, 
and that the local workers have been grant- 
ed a 16 per cent increase in pay since July 
of last year. 

With the men in the Cupples station at St. 
Louis on a strike, those in Kansas City ready 
to go out, and the freight handlers every- 
where forming a powerful organization, the 
managers decided the time had arrived to 
show the men that they must be reasonable, 
and in their action the railroads are asa unit. 


Refuse to Advance Wages. 

After taking all phases of the matter into 
consideration, the managers adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That each rdilroad company in the 
association advise its freight handlers that their 
request for an increase of 26 per cent in wages and 
other demands have been carefully considered, and 
in view of the increase of approximately 15 per 
cent granted about a year ago, a further advance 
cannot be conceded.

“The demands of the men were made on all 

the roads individually,” said Slason Thomp- 
son, who represents the managers, “ and all 
the roads were represented at the meeting. 
The demands were carelessly drawn up, came 
to the managers in an unbusinesslike way, 
and im one sense are not worthy of considera- 
tion. 
„The consensus of opinion at the meeting 
was that the present wage scale, adopted 
after the strike last July, was reasonable 
and just, and that further concessions were 
impossible. Opinions differed as to the prob- 
ability of a strike, but several of the man- 
agers admit they are preparing for one.” 

The move of the managers was not taken 
seriously by the leaders of the freight hand- 
lere union. They declared thet from inside 
information they knew the roads were willing 
to treat with the men, but wanted them to 
make all the advances. 

“They will treat with us all right,” said 
„Larry J. Curran, president of the union, 
“and will give us a good increase, too. We 
will meet with them and talk the matter over, 
and I am willing to bet we get more than 
they are paying us now.“ 

Packers Offer a Concession. 

Representatives of the packers and their 
employés met at the offices of Nelson Morris 
& Co. in the afternoon to consider the de- 
mands of the laborers for 20 cents an hour 
instead of their present scale, which varies 
fromm 15 to 17% cents. The packers said they 
were willing to make a flat rate of 174 cents 
for all the men of the laboring grade, but the 
laborers fixed 19 cents as their compromise 
rate. Neither side was willing to make 
further concessions, and after three hours 
of debate the meeting broke up to convene 
again tomorrow. .

A score of teachers 
laid the blame for the discord on his shoul- 
ders, making the following charges against 
him personally: 

He is not sympathetic; he does not look sympa- 
thetic. He does not smile or nod to the teacher 
when he enters the schoolroom. 

He has intimidated the teachers to such an ex- 
tent that they are afraid to express their views 
freely in regard to pedagogical methods, 

He does not furnish the teachers with 
inspiration to goad them on to greater efforts. He 
does not help them by criticising thelr work 
vorably. 

He wants them to do things in hie way; he can- 
not be swerved from his point of view. 

He has deprived the teachers of their feeling 
of freedom by receiving their suggestions coldly. 
He does not encourage original effort.on the part 
of the teachers. 

Following are the grievances against the 
administratiog in general: 3 

The teachers have to work over eight hours a 
Gay. They have no time for social duties, having 
to devote all their time outside of school to school 
work. 

They are not consulted. 

The programs have not been arranged so as to 
divide the work evenly, favoritism having been 
shown toward some teachers. 

Inquiry Lasts Over Four Hours. 

It was not 2 o’clock when the first witness 
was called. It was 6:30 o’clock when the in- 
quiry adjourned until today. The testimony 
revealed the fact that the faculty members 
do not codperate, that there exists no bond of 
sympathy between the administration and 
the teachers, and that the enemies of the 
present administration were all adherents 
of the late Col. Francis W. Parker. 

The investigation, it is freely predicted, may 
result in a complete reorganization of the ad- 
ministration at the Normal school, 

Miss Maud Fulmer testified that Mr. 
Black's attitude had been too critical. “I 
didn’t feel free to go to him and ask him to 
help me solve the problems with which I was 
confronted,” she declared. 

“Was this because his bearing was aus- 
tere?” asked Trustee Claussenius. 

“No, I think unsynipathetic describes it 
better,.“ said Miss Fulmer, his face always 
bore an unsympathetic expression.“ 

Did Mr. Black wrong you in any way by 
not criticising vou?“ asked Trustee Brenan. 

No, but he did not seem in sympathy with 
me or my work.” 

“Did you think he was unsympathetic be- 
cause he didn’t ask you to teach him kin- 
dergarten work?“ Trustee Stolz demanded. 


Awful Result of Not Nodding. 

No, but simply because he did not smile 
or nod when he came into my room.” 

Mr. Black explained that he had omitted 
the smile and nod because he did not wish 
to interrupt the class. 

“You would not have interrupted,” re- 
torted Miss Fulmer. | 
Miss Charlotte McCormick testified to the 
immense amount of work demanded of the | 

teachers, 

Would you prefer a transfer to some other 
school?’ asked Chairman Howland. Mrs. 
O' Keeffe objected that it was an unfair ques 
tion, and it went unanswered. 

Miss Laura Brown, the next witness, tes- 
tifled that Mr. Black was not sympathetic 
and that the troubles at the school had 
nearly driven her crazy.” Miss Isabel Pat- 
tison declared, too, that the great trouble 
was that Mr. Black did not have a sympa- 
thetic look.” Miss Georgia Wagner declared 
that she did not know why she did not feel 
free to ask help from Mr. Black. “I have 
the feeling that he does not want us to feel 
tree,“ she said. 

“If they have a bad feeling they charge 
it up to me,” interposed Mr. Black. It they 
have a good feeling they take all the credit 
for it themselves.“ * 


Foe to Individuality Also. 


Miss Margaret Monson declared that Mr. 
Black wanted all the teachers to adopt his 
“terminology.” ‘“‘ He wants to suppress our 
individuality,” she explained. Miss Melva 
Latham complained that Mr. Black did not 
always recognize teachers when they de- 
manded the floor at the teachers’ meetings, 
while Miss Mary A. Riley charged that the 
entire Normal school had been upset by 
Trustee Rowland’s intimation that the teach- 
ers opposed to the administration would be 
transferred. She charged that for this rea- 
son many of the teachers had not testified to 
the real state of affairs. 

„Miss Riley, do you mean tosay that these 
who made guarded statements were moral 
cowards?’ asked Trustee Harris. 

I mean to say that they were prepared for 
this meeting,” answered Miss Riley; “ that 
the opinions I have heard here expressed are 
not the same that I have heard elsewhere.” 

Mr. Black defended himself thus: “I do 
not believe I have been so unsympathetic.” 

Dr. Tompkins defended his assistant. and 
declared himself to have been largely respon- 
sible for the acts of Mr. Black. 


LOUISVILLE WOMEN CLEAN 
_ STREETS IN REBUKE TO CITY. 


Long Neglect of Officials Drives House- 
wives to Organize and Do the Work 
Themselves Without Aid of Men. 


Louisville, Ky., May 25.—For several hours 
today a number of women plied brooms and 
shovels on Bank street, cleaning up the thor- 
oughfare in front cf their homes as a rebuke 
to the city for failure to do so. Women liv- 
ing along Bank streét, between Twenty-first 
and Twenty-third, decided to organize, and 
met at the home of Mrs. George Jansen. It 
was agreed to make a united attack at a cer- 
tain hour this morning. Consequently a band 
of women went to work this morning and 
remained at the task until a space of about 
two blocks had been cleaned.

Before Meeting of Aldermen 


Rupture Occurs Between 
Representatives of the 


Corporations... 


Mayor Harrison presented to the city coun 


ell last night, in black and white, his position 
on the traction franchise question, It was 
the burden of his annual message. He de 
clared that the existing companies must ab 
solutely waive all ninety-nine year Claims 
fore any franchise extension is granted, 

that no value on these claims shall be ak 
lowed. 

The mayor also demantis that provision for 
“early public ownership shall be a features 
any extension ordinance; and that any, 
ordinance shall be submitted to final ratifica« 
tion by the people under the “ public opin- 
fon” act. 

Clash of Traction Companies. : 

Before the mayor’s message was made pub- 
ic the council supcommittee on franchises 
met with representatives of the Chicago City 
and Union Traction companies and were wit- 
neawes of an open rupture between those two 
interests. When the clash was all over the 
Chicago company “had the decision.” It 
was as to whether there should be delay or 
inymediate action in the matter, and the vote 
of the aldermanic committee was in favor 
of the action. 

Incidental to the controversy Was some 
lively discussion as to the relative position 
of the two companies. It ended by the Chi- 
cago City company telling the representa- 
tives of the Union Traction company— 
Messrs. Govin and Auerbach—that men 
*“ eould not come on here from New York to 
tell Chicagoans what they ought to do.” As 
the situation stood last night, the Chicago 
company will go ahead tomorrow with its 
application for a renewal of its expiring 
franchises and the Union Traction will try 
to decide what its next move will be. 


Calls on Council for Action. 

This next meeting tomorrow will have the 
benefit of the mayor’s view of the whole 
subject. In the message he calls on the city 
council: 

To enter upon, without further hesttane 
or delay, the preliminary work leading up 
to an extension of the existing franchises 
of the traction companies.” 

The three foremost provisions on which the 
mayor insists, on the ground of the publigs 
demands, are: 

1. The traction companies must give an express 
and unequivocal waiver of the rights claimed under 


the ninety-nine year act, as an absolute pre- - 


requisite to an extension of franchise grants. No 
compromise, in any form whatsoever, he asserts, 
shall be entertained on this point. For the coul- 
cll, as the companies request, to allow a value on 
these clairhs in any way would, the mayor con- 
tends, make the members of that body ‘* copart- 
ners in this vicious and iniquitous heritage of 
the state legislature of 1865, which passed the act 
over the veto of the late Gov, Oglesby. The act ig 
held to be Illegal and without effect. 

2. Provision in any exteneion ordinance for ap 
early public ownership and an actual municipal 


actment, to approval or rejection by the people 
under the “* public opinion ’’ act, which allows & 
referendum on petition of 25 per cent of the voters. 


Other Provisions Essential. 

Aside from these three conditions the fol- 
lowing further specific provisions are held 
by the mayor to be essential to franchise ex- 
tension: 

“An improvement of accommodations 


which will do away with the present uncom- - 


fortable and unwholesome overcrowding of 
cars. 

“ Adequate compensation for the privi- 
leges granted, either in the form of a per- 
centage of the gross receipts paid into the 
city treasury as a trust fund, to be en- 
pended solely upon the public streets, a re- 
duction of fares, or a combination of both 
formas, 

The simultaneous expiration of all fran- 
chises on or before twenty years after the 
date of grant and the express prohibition 
of the transfer of a franchise to a foreign 
corporation. 

The use of the underground trolley with- 
in a certain district, bounded by North ave- 
nue, Twenty-second street, and Western 
avenue, the realignment of terminals, that 
transportation may be rapid and street con- 
gestion as far as possible avoided. 

“The use of modern grooved rails In all 
paved streets and the paving of the rigi.te 
of way by the traction companies with as- 
phalt or dressed granite blocks. 

“A universal system of transfers and full 

ublicity of accounts. 

The establishment of asystem of arbitra- 
tion for the settlement of disputes arising be- 
tween the traction companies and their em- 


ployés. A single car service instead of the 
present train service.” 7 


Union Traction Men at Conference. 
When the council's subcommittee on fran- 


chises met in Edwin Burritt Smith's office in 
the-afternoon to confer with the representa- — 


tives of the Chicago City railway as to the 
matter of its franchises, R. R. Govin, J. & 
Auerbach, and W. W. Gurley of the Union 
Traction company came also. Mr. Gurley 
asked Ald. Bennett and Mr. Smith if they 
were to be admitted to the meeting and they 
replied that the matter lay with-Ald. Mavor, 
who was chairman of the subcommittee. Mr, 
Mavor’s reply was: 
“If the Union Traction company people ars 
coming in merely as spectators, then they 
have no more right to admission than any- 
body else.

COUNCIL ADVISED 
CITY'S NEEDS, 


Mayor's Message Deals with 
Labor Situation, Vice, 
and Other Topics. 


Radical Action on Either Side in 
ttmhe Industrial Disputes Is 
Deprecated. 


The annual message of the mayor to the 
city council last night, after a thorough dis- 
cussion of the traction problem, as reported 
elsewhere in this issue, took up the subjects 
of labor, vice, and other municipal questions. 

He advocates arbitration as the remedy 
most efficacious in stopping conflicts between 
capital and labor. He condemns radicals, 
both in the ranks of employers and employés, 
as factors who create violence and disorder, 
which yield profit only to law breakers and 
members of the criminal classes, who, having 
nothing to lose, aré quick to take advantage 
of such opportunities. Unionists are advised 
to rid their membership of such men. 

The levee, the mayor asserts, shall not 
de extended. Wabash avenue, he pledges, 
shall be saved from ita inroads. Segregation 
is advanced as the best means of regulating 
vice. The blotting out of all gambling, it is 
contendéd, is beyond human efforts.“ But 
this evil also the executive promises shall be 
kept to the minimum. | 

Labor’s Right to Organize. 

Going into the labor problem in detail, the 
mayor said: ar 

“ The right of capital to combine, whether 
it be for just or unjust ende, has not yet 
been finally denied by the law. As long as 
eapital, by the acquiescence of the law of the 
land, is given the right to combine for its 
Own purposes, there can certainly no 
valid question raised of the right of labor to 
combine for self-protection and  self-ad- 
vancement. 

“Nor is labor open to valid criticism if its 
representatives seek by argument, appeal to 
reason, or other legitimate efforts of per- 
suasion to prevent fellow wage earners from 
taking the places it has vacated. This is its 
sole legal weapon with which to combat in- 
difference, unfairnese, injustice, inhumanity, 
callousness—whatever mental and moral 
quality it may be—whichimpels employers to 
monopolize the profits of good times to leave 
labor the same wage, whether the years be 
lean or fat.” 

Duty of the Police. 

In time of strikes the mayor says it is the 
radicals on both sides who institute unlawful 
methods and make the task of the police 
dificult. He continued: 

By the nature of things the police in times 
of labor difficulties are between two fires. 
On the one side is heard the voice of the rad- 
ical, whom nothing will satisfy but a suc- 
cession of police charges and breaking of 
heads; on the other side, the equally intem- 
perate radical clamors, if not for open aid, 
at least for acquiescence on the part of the 
police in his peculiar tactics. 

They forget that the duty of the police- 
man is the preservation of the peace, the 
enforcement of the law. It is not for him to 
decide or even to speculate on which side is 
right, which side wrong. Capital is not justi- 
fied in asking the servant of the people to 
win its battles. Labor is not justified in ex- 
pecting from the sworn officer of the law 
anything beyond absolute and exact neu- 
trality.“ 

Segregation of Vice. 

-On the subject of vice, the mayor says no 
human agent can suppress it, and the best 
course is to keep it segregated. Gambling 
cannot be prevented, but open games can be 
and are suppressed. On these points the 
message says: 

There is not an open poolroom in Chicago 
today, there is not an open gambling house 
within the city limits. During the last five 
years, for the first time in the history of the 
city, open gambling, whether at faro, roulette, 

, craps, or stud poker, has not only 
been prohibited but the prohibition has been 
enforced. 

“Handbooks are made about the city in 
spite of the closest surveillance of the police 
department; an occasional game of craps or 
stud poker bobs up sporadically in saloons. 
This form of gambling is held under re- 
straint, however, by the revocation of saloon 
licenses. 

“The social evil is a form of vice which 
taxes the utmost ability of an administration 
to hold in restraint and yet not scatter to the 
four quarters of heaven, where it will work 
ineradicable harm. Personally I hold to the 
belief that the proper method of handling 
the evil is to assign certain districts in which 
its existence «will be tolerated, and adopt 
ruthless methods against it outside those 
limits.’’ 

Then, after telling of the closing of certain 
downtown saloons two years ago, resulting 
in the starting of new levees,“ and of the 
enforcement of the wine room ordinance, and 
the “cleaning up” of parts of Clark and 
State streets, the mayors ays; 

“The spread of the levee district into de- 
cent neighborhoods must not, and will not, be 
permitted. The attempt to establish a levee 
district in Wabash avenue north of Twenty- 
second street has already been foiled. The 
occasion is fitting to serve notice once for all 
that while vice cannot be absolutely sup- 

ressed it shall be held in restraint: the 

cious must treat the public to the respect of 

decent distance, the home districts must 
not be invaded, the thoroughfares of travel | 
must be kept clean at all hazards.” 


City’s Revenue Conditions. 

Other subjects are discussed briefly by the 
mayor. Concerning Chicago’s revenue con- 
ditions he says the garbled cohstitutional 
amendment enacted by the legislature will 
bring financial benefits by reducing the many 

-taxing bodies having jurisdiction within the 
city, “ even though it debars consolidation 
of the city government with the county and 
sanitary district.“ 

It is charged that the county clerk has dis- 
criminated against the city in scaling down 
the tax rate to the 5 per cent Umit estab- 
lished by the Juul law. 

The mayor resents criticism, holding that 
it is practically impossible for the city to con- 
duct extensive paving improvements if prop- 
erty owners object. Paving work by special 
assessment, the mayor contends warmly, is 
as good as work done under private contract. 
|. Creosoted block paving is held to be prefera- 
ble for light traffic streets. For heavy traffic 
thoroughfares “the only satisfactory pav- 
ing material is dressed granite block.” It is 
roposed that a creosoting plant be estab- 
ed at the bridewell. 

Until better pavements are secured the city 
cannot be kept clean, assertsthe mayor. He

With the chamber in an uproar, members 
slamming desk lids, shouting and showering 
wads of paper and cups of water on a sleep- 
ing human derelict in the spectators’ gal- 
lery, the city council last night granted a 
twenty year franchise to the Chicago 
3 Tube company. The vote was 50 
to 

The company, which has Allan C. Dur- 
borow, William R. Kerr, ex-Judge Adams A. 
Goodrich, and others for its prime movers, is 
empowered to lay and operate pneumatic 
tubes in the streets and alleys, and over via- 
ducts and through tunnels of the city, the 
tubes to be of sufficient number to connect 
the temporary and main postoffice buildings 
with branch postoffices, subpostal stations, 
and the steam railway depots. Only United 
States mail, and no merchandise whatever, is 
to be transmitted, the company now holding 
a four year contract with the government, to 
be effective when the system shall have been 
installed. 

The ordinance provides that the tubes shall 
have an inside diameter of eight inches; that 
the compensation to the city shall be 8 per 
cent of the gross receipts for the first four 
years and 5 per cent for the remaining six- 
teen years. Work is to begin within six 
months after the approval of the measure by 
the mayor and five miles of service myst be 
installed within one year, the entire system 
to be completed within ten years. 

The city reserves the right to purchase the 
system at the expiration of ten years or at 
any time thereafter. By an amendment at- 
tached by Ald. Jackson the company, if it 
loses the government contract at the end of 
four years, shall be required to sell out, if the 
city so directs, to another company at an ap- 
praised value of its property. ; } 


Long Debate on the Ordinance. 


The ordinance, passage of which was asked 
by Ald. Werno as the chairman of the judi- 
committee, aroused extended debate. 


-Ald. Williston sought to secure another ref- 


erence to committee. He was sponsor three 
weeks ago for a grant sought by the Batchel- | 
ler Pneumatic Tube company, similar in every 
way except that 5 per cent compensation for 
the twenty years was offered, the company 
asking the right to transmit merchandise as 
wellas mail. All attempts at delay were voted 
down. The council authorized the public 
works commissioner to grant permits for the 
laying of tubes in the following streets:

gg to Root, west to stockyards postal sta- 
A branch also is to run from Dearborn and 
Jackson south in Custom House place to Har- 
rison, west to Sherman, north to Van Buren, 
west to Franklin, north to the middle of the 
block between Jackson and Van Buren, west 
side; west to Clinton, south to Van Buren, 
~ ay to Canal, and thence to the Union sta- 

on. 

The total cost of the system, when all is 
completed, is estimated at $670,000. 

The government is to pay $130,000 a year 
for use of the tubes. 


Auto Ordinance Adopted. 


With a single dissenting vote, cast by Ald. 
Scully, the ordinance was passed requiring 
the numbering of automobiles.

The figures must appear on 
black background at the back of the vehicle. 
A white light must be so as to 
shine full on the number. Violations are 
liable to fines ranging from 65 to $25.

SIX ARE ON THE LIST. 


Avenue District Are Prepar- 
ing to Move Away.

The cases to which the attention of the 
grand jury will be directed first were select- 
ed by Assistant State’s Attorney Frank 
Blair from over a dozen similar cases which 
were brought to the state’s attorney's office 
by Mr. Behan. 


Expects to Secure Convictions. 

All were cases, but the ones selected 
are the best.“ said Mr. Blair, who expressed 
confidence that if the witnesses subpcenaed 
tell what they know indictments and convic- 
tions will follow as a matter of course. 

“There was good evidence of gambling 
and of selling liquor without a license in 
some of the cases, but it was thought best to 
go after the big places first on a disorderly 
charge. The charges will be similar to those 
made against the keepers of basement resorts 
in the downtown district a few years ago, 
and the character of the evidence will be 
similar. We secured convictions in most of 
those cases.“ 

Moving Out of the District.

Lamey had left and 
McGeary followed him, firing five shots, 
not one of which was returned by the retreat- 
ing man, who fell with two bullet wounds, in 
the arm and in the thigh.” 

A crowd gathered and Patrolman Ward 
came up to assist McGeary. James Walsh, 
proprietor of a feed store near the corner, 
told of what then happened, as follows: 

**McGeary shouted, Stand back, you, 
there, while I blow his head off. It's to the 
morgue he ought to go and I'll help him on 
his way.’ Then Ward kicked Lamey in the 
face and in the stomach. I don't know what 
happened in the saloon, but the officers were 
needlessly brutal with the man there in the 
alley.“

Collapse of Foundry. 

The cause of the collapse of the 
has not been established with certainty. It 
occurred at 2:20 p. m., when the wind hada 
velocity of seventy-two miles an hour, and 
the huge steel frame fell in the direction the 
gale was blowing. Officials of the company, 
however, declare the iron work was struck 
by lightning and point to discolorations on 
the body of the stone mason killed, in support 
of this story. 

The structure was owned by Pettibone, 
Mulliken & Co., radhway supply house, and 
was to have been used as a blacksmith 
shop. The entire structure was of iron and 
steel and had been nearly completed. Truta

Work of the Lightning.

Its chimney 
was struck by lightning, and then the wind 
blew part of the roof off and the rain del- 
uged the building. 

Trees in Lincoln park were struck by light- 
ning during the storm and many were broken 
by the wind. A tree a few feet from the 
“old mill” in the park was struck, and a 
number of park visitors were much alarmed. 

The Independent People’s church at Irving 
Park and Hermitage avenues was partly un- 
roofed: by the storm. 

The storm was severe in the southwest part 
of the city, trees and sheds being blown 
down, and considerable other damage done 
by the wind. The precipitation was but 
three-tenths of an inch, according to the 
weather bureau. The storm lasted one hour 
and twenty-five minutes.

Sophistication can be, and is, thoroughly taken care of by the health department. It is, 
however, probably the least important of the three subdivisions. 

The subject of milk from diseased animals is a large one, but may for present purposes 
be reduced to the simpler one of milk from tuberculous cows. The state veterifarian has 
found about 15 per cent of the cattle which he has examined to be tuberculous, and since 
the disease can be transmitted through milk the danger to the community from this source

The purest of milk from the udder is often, nay, usually, contaminated by the un- | 
clean hands of the milkers, by the unclean pails in which it is received, by the unclean 
vessels in which it is shipped to the city, by every change of container which it meets, 
by every exposure to the atmosphere to which it is subjected. The organisms with which 
it is contaminated grow rapidly when the milk is warm and are restrained in their growth 
by cold. The greater the contamination, and the greater the growth of the infecting organ- 
isms, the more quickly does the milk sour. With some contaminations, long before 
it is unfit for use as a food for babies. 
majority of the bowel troubles of infancy are due to such unclean milk, which 
quickly sets up the disease commonly known as “summer complaint.” Some years ago 
Hope of Liverpool investigated 1,000 fatal cases of summer complaint occurring in that 
city, and found that thirty ot the bables had been nourished exclusively at the breast and 
that 970 had been fed wholly or in part upon the bottle. Nothing could show more strik- 
ingly the fatal influence of unclean milk to babies. 

Can clean milk be produced and delivered clean and pure to the consumer? Yes, a 
thousand times yes. During the last Paris exposition a case of milk was shipped in the 
month of August from a point near Chicago to the exposition and was sweet when it 
reached there, and did not become sour until lt had been in Paris three days; and this 
milk contained no chemical preservatives, but was protected only by the ice which sur- 
There was nothing mysterious about this milk—it was simply from healthy | 
cows, and handled with the utmost regard for cleanliness. While it may be admitted at 
once that such ideal conditions cannot be generally had, they at least can be 


Uncleanliness in production and handling, too high a temperature of the milk, and too 
long a time between production and consumption are the general factors which render milk 
unfit for use as a food for babies, and make it dangerous to them.

The nutritive value of milk as am article of diet is too well understood to need com- 
ment. For tnvaliis of a certain class milk is not only ueeful but necessary. Wie to 
adults in average health milk is not necessary, they may be injured by an inferior quality 
that tends to produce constipation and a digestive disturbance 


Milk used as a food should not be kept over twenty-four hours. No artificial means 
of preservation is certain, and the forces tending to decomposition in a substance of-such 
complex chemical nature as milk are so many amd so subtle as to defy preservation: 

The only natural and successful means of preservation, and the only safe one, is 
absolute cleanliness, that excludes from the milk the germs that cause fermentative 
changes. To obtain this degree of cleanliness requires constant and steady care of cows, 
hands, containers, and of everything that may come in contact with the milk, and then 
the milk must be excluded from the air, for germs are constantly present in the atmos- 


} 


During the time that milk is kept a low temperature must be maintained, in order that 
the germs that have gained access in spite of precautions may be retarded in their growth 
amd activity. In keeping milk in an ice box it is well to remember that it will become 
tainted with the flavor of vegetables and other food in the ice box unless kept in a con-

Organized labor in Chicago will be asked 
today to use its influence to secure two dally 
deliveries of milk during the summer months. 
The appeal will be made by the massmeeting 
of Chicago women, to be held at the rooms 
of the Chicago Woman's club. 

The women will be asked to adopt the fol- 

wi resolution: 

125 —— That we, the women of Chi- 
cago, in massmeeting assembled, respectfully 
urge the federation of labor and all other 
organizations of workingmen to employ 
their influence with the Milk Drivers’ union 
in an effort to gain its consent to a renewal 
of two deliveries of milk a day during the 
summer months.“ 

A copy of the resolution will be sent to the 
federation of labor and to the Milk Drivers’ 
union, “in order that they may become a® 
quainted with the primary cause of mortality 
among infants and take such action as their 


humanity suggests.” 


Challenge to Drivers. 

„It the drivers will not consent to two de- 
vertes of milk daily we will make milk 
depots so numerous the people will not have 
to depend on the drivers, and the latter will 
be out of business, said Mra. George M. 
Moulton yesterday. 

Mre. Moulton is the chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed by the milk commission of 
the Children’s Hospital society to organize 
distributing stations for inspected and cer- 
tified milk in the congested sections of the 


city. 

That drivers bottle milk in their wagons, 
using empty bottles just collected, was 
shown in an instance found yesterday. Miss 
M. McHugh, 4856 North Clark street, found 
in a bottle of milk tickets which had been 
placed there by the customer from whom 
her milkman had just collected the empty 
bottles. 

New Ordinance Before Council. 

An ordinance introduced before the city 
council last evening gives the health de- 
partment greater powers in enforcing pure 
milk regulations. Extraordinary authority 
_4s given the department of health to make 
rules for the protection of the milk supply, 
as follows: 

The commissioner of health and the director of 
the laboratory shall have the power to enforce 
such rules and regulations as they may believe the 
interests of public health may require, governing 
the production of milk to be sold in the city of 
Chicago, the care, shipment, and storage of such 
milk or cream, handling and bottling of such 
milk and cream, and such other rules and regula- 
tions as they may at any time consider necessary 
to protect the public health from any danger from 
the public milk supply. 

Every person or persons, firm or corporation, or 
any driver of any milk wagon, or any servant or 
agent of any person failing, neglecting, delaying, 
or refusing to comply with such rules and regula- 
tions shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
fined not less than $5 nor more than $200 for each 


and every offense. 
The commissioner of health shall further have 


the power to confiscate and destroy by his duly 
accredited agents shipments to the city of any 
milk or cream which may be in violation of any 
rules and regulations as provided for in this seo- 
tion, and said commissioner of health, or his sai 
inspector or officer, detailed, shall, if done in good 
faith, be held harmless in damages therefor, in 
suit or demand made. 
Some Things Prohibited. 

Among the definite provisions of the ordi- 
nance are the following: 7 
* Mixtures of whole milk, skimmed milk, cream, 
condensed milk, and butterthilk are prohibited.

GIRL STOPS A FUNERAL. 


APPEALS TO CORONER AND Fo- 


LICE, MAKING POISON CHARGE. 


Burial of Mrs. W. R. Griswold Occa- 
sion of Sensational Scene, Her 
Daughter Demanding the Body— 
Post-Mortem Is Held and Then the 
Church Sérvices Are Hurried te 
Avoid Injunction—Family Discord 
Cause of the Strife. 


While the body of Mrs Sophia Taylor 
Griswold lay in an undertaker’s office at 322 


Ogden avenue yesterday awaiting‘ burial, 
son and daughter struggied for its posses- 
sion. The funeral was stopped, the police 
were summoned, charges of poisoning made, 
and the coroner appealed to. He ordered 
a post-mortem. Not till then was the fu- 
neral procession allowed to move through 
the storm to Rosehill, where the aged woman 
was finally laid to rest. 

The unusual scenes were the result of 
three years of family discord, during which 
time Mrs. Griswold, the widow of Dr. W. 
R. Griswold, lived with her son and daugh- 
ter, Eva, at 1172 Washington boulevard. 
Another daughter, May Griswold, has lived 
at 17 Park avenue. It was she who halted 
the burial yesterday. 

“T have just as much right to my moth- 
er's body as you or anybody else,“ she told 
her brother. “TI will prevent the funeral 
with my life unless I am given a written 
guarantee that after the services at the 
church the body be taken to my home.” 


Daughter Appeals to Coroner. 

Her request was ignored and then she ap- 
pealed to the coroner, saying that she be- 
lleved that her mother had died from poison. 
The coroner, though he doubted her story, 
telephoned to the Lake street police. 

The funeral was ordered stopped and a 
hurried consultation ended tn an agreement 
to have a post-mortem at once. 

Miss Griswold reiterated her charges that 
her mother had been poisoned, and said the 
object was to secure possession of her prop- 
erty worth between $50,000 and $100,000.

‘sing an to the 
REMARKABLE CRIME RECORD 


GIVEN A PRISONER’S FAMILY. 


John Lynch, Hugh Reilly, and James 
Sammons Held for the Murder of 
Saloonkeeper Barrett. 


The police yesterday supplied a study for 
the criminologist who looks to other causes 
than heredity for an explanation of the crim- 
inal. Two brothers, murderers and felons, a 
brother-in-law an accused murderer, one sis- 
ter insane, and another an attempted suicide 
are the family connections of John Lynch, 
charged by the coroner’s jury, with two 
others, of the murder of Saloonkeeper Peter 
Barrett. Of Lynch's codefendants, one, 
Hugh Reilly; had an older brother die in the 
penitentiary. Of the third man, James Sam- 
mons, little is known. 

Reilly, Lynch, and Sammons were held to 
the grand jury without bonds for the murder 
of Barrett yesterday afternoon. Barrett was 
shot and killed while resisting robbery in his 
saloon at 4216 Wallace street a week ago. 
The evidence showed that prior to the at- 
tempt to rob Barrett the trio had robbed 
Michael Larner in his saloon at 443 Root 
street. 

According to the statements of Reilly, who 
testified before the coroner’s jury, Lynch and 
Sammons probably figured in the robbery 
early Tuesday morning of Ald, Peter Wend- 
ling, and later in the shooting of Sergeant 
Peter Miller, who attempted to arrest them. 
Stephen Kelleher, another product of the dis- 
trict; is said to have been with Lynch and 
Sammons in the robbery of the alderman and 
the shooting of Miller, who was pursuing 
them. |

Special Grand Jurors at J ack- 


son, Ky., Find Against Cur- 
tis Jett and Tom White. 


TROOPS GUARD THE COURT 


Sheriff Fears to Serve and Several 
Witnesses Dare Not Ap- 
pear to Testify. 


Jackson, Ky., May 25.—[{Special.}—Curtis 
Jett and Tom White have been indicted by 
the special grand jury here for the murder of 
James B. Marcum, who was assassinated on 
the steps of the courthouse here as a result 
of the Hargis-Cockrill feud. 

The state mitNtia has kept a close guard 
about the courthouse all day and the work 
of the grand jury went along smoothly, ex- 
cept for the absence of several important 
witnesses, who refused to appear. 

Tom Cockrill sent word from Winchester 
that he did not propose to answer a summons 
that would cost his life and charged that his 
fear came from those in county offices. He 
cited the case of Tom Baker, who was killed 
at Manchester by some one shooting from a 
window in the sheriff's residence, while 
Baker was in the custody of the sheriff. 
Cockrill insisted that his life now would not 
a as safe at Jackson as Baker’s was at Man- 


Patrick Asks for Guard. : 
Another witness wanted is Capt. John Pat- 
rick, who had said he recognized the assassins 
of Town Marshal James Cockrill when they 
fired from courthouse windows, and that one 
was a deputy sheriff. Patrick is at Catletts- 
burg. He is a nephew of John E. Patrick, 
who is assisting the prosecutor for Mrs. 
Marcum. Capt. Patrick sent word that he 
would appear before the grand jury if he was 
given a sufficient military escort from Cat- 
lettsburg and during the time he might stay 
in Jackson. It is said the escort will be 
furnished. 

Sheriff Fears to Serve. 


The selection of the jury was commenced 
early, but before court opened Sheriff Cal- 
lahan notified Judge Redwine that he de- 
sired to be excused from duty and that he 
wished an elisor appointed to serve in his 


place. 

Judge Redwine assented, saying: I had 
intended to appoint an elisor. of course, 
and the court named Charles Little as tem- 
porary sheriff. The eldest daughter of Mr. 
Marcum was in the courtroom when court 


opened. 

Among the first to be called as grand jurors 
was Curtis Jett, a relative of Curtis Jett, who 
is under arrest charged with the crime. Mr. 
Jett was excused. 


Witness Under Heavy Guard.

MRS. MARY JANE BROSS DIES. 


Widow of the Former Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor end Noted for Her Efforts 
in Behalf of the Soldiers. 


Mrs. Mary Jane Bross, widow of ex-Lleut. 
Gov. Bross, died at her residence, 2001 Mich- 
igan avenue, last evening. Mrs. Bross was 
91 years old, and her demise was due more 
to old age than any acute disease. She was 
born in Goshen, N. Y., the daughter of Dr 
William Jansen, a distinguished physician. 
and on Oct. 2, 1839, married William Bross, 
with whom she came to Chicago. 

Her husband took a foremost place in the 
then new and little city, and was not only a 
newspaper man of rank, one of the editors 
and proprietors of Tun TRIBUNB, but was 
identified with the founding of the republican 
party in Illinois, and by it elected Lieut. 
Gov. of Illinois. In his later years he be- 


| came much interested in the building of the 


Hennepin canal, and was the real father of 
that enterprise. 

Mrs. Bross was identified with all the in- 
terests then engaging women’s attention, and 
her work during the war of the rebellion in 
the hélp of the soldiers at the front will al- 
ways be remembered. Gov. and Mrs. Bross 
had seven children, of whom but one sur- 
vives her, a daughter, the wife of Henry D. 
Lioyd of Chicago. 


OBITUARY. 


DR. JOHN REID, who died in London, 
Wngland, on May 14, aged 80 years, was for 
several years prominent in the medical pro- 
fession in Chicago, where for some time sub- 
sequent to the fire of 1871 he was health 
officer. He was born in Scotland, but com- 
pleted his medical e@ucation in this country 
and practiced in Rochester, N. X., and St. 
Touis, Mo. He came to Chicago from the 
latter city in 1862 and located at 15 Washing- 
ton place. His home was destroyed in the 
fire, but was among the first to be replaced. 
After his wife's death he returned to 
Rochester, and subsequently removed to 
New York City. where he resided for several 
years. He sailed for England with his three 
Gaughters on April 25, expecting to spend the 
summer in the university towns and Shaks- 
peare country. A severe cold contracted on 
the voyage, followed by acute bronchitis, 
caused his death. It is expected that the in- 
terment will be at Graceland in October. 


THOMAS M. CALIGER, Chicago, who died 
on Saturday, will be buried this afternoon 
at 2 o'clock. Interment will be at Oak- 
woods. Mr. Caliger was born in England, 
coming to America when a boy. He enlisted 
in 1861 as lieutenant and adjutant of the First 
Wisconsin volunteers, being later promoted 
to a captaincy. In 1867 Mr. Caliger entered 
the employ of Keith Brothers & Co., Chicago, 
remaining with the firm until his death. He 
was a member of Covenant lodge No. 526, A.

The owners are 
willing to grant an increase, but declare that.

These establishments have 
made a flat rate of 10 cents for plain shirts, 
but have lifted collars from 2 to 8 cents and 
cuffs from 5 to 6 cemits a pair.

“I do not know what laundries are run- 
ning.“ said Businese Agent T. C. Wilson of 
the union last night, but they will have to 
shut up.

BARBERS STRIKE TONIGHT 
IF DEMANDS ARE REFUSED. 


Eight Thousand Men Will Try to En- 
force Schedule of Shorter Hours and 
More Fay. 


Eight thousand barbers will fold up their 
razors at 8 o'clock tonightand refuse to work 
after that hour. If the proprietor of a shop 
discharges his men they will strike. 

Two months ago the barbers decided that 
their hours were too long and their pay was 
too small. They agreed that $12 a week and 
half of all they made over $18 should be pald 
them; that shops should open at 7 a. m. the 
year around, close at 8 p. m., except on Sat- 
urday, when they should remain open until 
10 p. m., and on Sunday, when they should 
close at noon. 

These new rules are now to be put into 
effect. In some cases the proprietors are 
against them, but last night three delegations 
appeared at the meeting of the union, which 
was held in Bricklayers’ hall, Peoria and 
Monroe streets, and pledged their support.

MRS. BEDFORD PLEADS GUILTY. 


Woman Fined $50 for Presenting 
Adopted Child as Her Own in Order 
to Secure Estate.

LONDON. May 25.—Mrs. Gunning S. Bed- 
ford, accused of making false entry of the

birth of a child, in order to secure some $375,- 


000 left by her husband, the son of Frederick 
Bedford of New York, pleaded guilty to the 


charge today and admitted that the child 


was not hers. She was fined $50. She assert- 
ed tHat she had acted as she did on the sug- 
gestion of her late husband. 

Prosecuting Counsel Muir told a remark- 
ably convincing detailed story. He pointed 
out that he had a number of witnesses to 
prove that Mrs. Bedford arrived in London 
on Dec. 17, 1902, and stopped at the Charing 
Cross hotel, registering alone. On the fol- 
lowing day a man named Webb saw Mrs. 
Bedford drive up to the registrar’s office, 
which was closed. She spoke to Webb, say- 
ing she wished to register the birth of her 
sister’s child. The registrar was prepared 
to testify that Mrs. Bedford signed the regis- 
ter as Margaret Carutte, the child’s aunt, 
saying the mother had been confined at 16 
Upper Woburn place, where the proprietress 
declares there had been no birth for three 
years, and that she never saw Mrs. Bedford. 
Registrar Cowie had identified Mrs. Bedford 
as the woman who signed the register. 

Further discoveries, said Mr. Muir, showed 
that a working woman whose name could not 
be given, as it would cost her her employ- 
ment, gave birth to a female child on Jan. 12. 
This child was af terwards turned over to 
Mrs. Bedford. 

Mrs. Bedford will retain possession of the 
child, which she will adopt as her own, the 
arrangements with the real mother having 
been satisfactorily concluded. 

Mrs. Bedford Gets $10,000, 

New York, May 25.—An attorney of this 
city interested in the case said today: Mrs. 
Bedford will receive $10,000 left her by her 
husband, but the rest of the estate, about 
$300,000, which might have gone to the child,

Even Colonial Secretary Chamber- 
jain, who has hitherto held aloof in the mat- 
ter, joined in the discussion. Judging from 
appearances, he and Balfour were not in 


agreement on the point under consideration. 
The subsequent debate ended in the com- 
lete deletion of the second clause. Then 
followed the discussion of clause three, which 
is nearly as thorny as the second one. The 
government’s position appears to be a diffi- 
cult one and one that may lead to develop- 
ments of some consequence tomorrow.

APPEAL FOR PHILIPPINE FRIARS. 


Roman Catholic Society Asks American 
Federation to Come to the Aid of 
Proscribed Priests. 


Cincinnati, O., May 25.—The secretary of 
the American Federation of Catholic Socie- 
ties has received from Manila a set of reso- 
‘lutions adopted by the Centro Catholico de 
Filipinas, a society claiming to voice the 
opinions of the Roman Catholic population 
of the islands, and appealing for help in 
keeping the friars in the Philippines. 

The résolutions thank the American fed- 
eration for the resolutions of sympathy for 
the friars in the Philippines adopted in Chi- 
cago, and ask two favors of Roman Catholics 
in the United States. 

The American Federation is asked to aid 
the Catholico de Filipinas in keeping up the 
church schools in the islands to the end 
that the official school system may not be 
an oppressor of our Catholic school system, 
and of the legitimate rights which the law 
and justice have conceded us.” 

The second and most notable request is 
embodied in the following resolution: 

“We beg especially of the American Fed- 


eration that it labor according to its discre- |. 


tion and zeal to the end that the existing 
worthy religious corporations, more especial- 
ly those of the Augustinians, the Frances- 
cans, the Dominicans, and the Recollects 
shall continue exercising in the Philippines 
the sacred min‘stry of preaching and teach- 
ing.“

AUSTRIA LOSING IPS MBN 


HEAVY EMIGRATION TO AMEB- 
ICA IS INCREASING. 


Marcus Braun, Special Imspector Sent 
te Europe by President Roosevelt, 
Finds One Village Without a Male 


Inhabitant Between the Ages of 10 


and 60 Years—Government Trying 
to Check the Exodus, While Local 
Officials Encourage It. 


VIENNA, May 25.—Marcus Braun, a United 
States emigrant inspector specially detailed 
by President Roosevelt to investigate the 
emigrant situation in Europe, after a tour 
through the towns and country districts of 
Austria and Hungary, reports that there is 
every indication that the present heavy emi- 
gration from the Austro-Hungarian mon- 
archy to the United States and Canada will 
continue, and even increase. He says this 
situation arises from three main sources: 
The encouragement afforded by emigrants 
who have already gone to America; the pov- 
erty and unsatisfactory labor conditions 
here; and, lastly, the efforts of the unscrupu- 
lous local emigration agents whose employ- 
ment is carried on in defiance of the laws of 
both Austria-Hungary and the United 


The governments of both Austria and 
Hungary are using every endeavor to re- 
strict the outward flow of the nation’s young 
men. Mr. Braun visited one large village 
which contained no male inhabitant between 
the ages of 10 and 60. 

On the other hand, the local authorities in 
many instances are covertly encouraging 
emigration, chiefly in order to benefit from 
the cash remittances sent by the peasants 
and laborers after reaching America. 

Mr. Braun finds in his personal investiga- 
tion that the peasant emigrants are helpless 
dupes of the unscrupulous agents, who care- 
fully prepare them to meet the examination 
of the emigrant inspectors both here and in 
America. 

Croatian Riots at Laibach. 

LAIBACH, Austria, May 25.—A mob rioted 
in the streets here last night, yelling ‘“‘ Down 
with the ban!“ and cheering for Croatia. 
Several shots were fired. The rioters also 
stone prince von Auersperg’s palace. Troops 
and gendarmerie finally routed the rioters. 


Anti-Austrian Riots in Italy.

WARM WEATHER BRINGS 


LONG LIST OF MISSING ONES. 


Number Increases Rapidly in the Spring 
Days—Since May 1 252 Persons Have 
Been Reported to the Police. 


With the first warm days of spring the 
number of persons who are reported missing 
has increased 50 per cent. On May 1 252 
men, women, and children had failed to re- 
turn to their homes. Seventy-five per cent 
have since been found. The large majority 
of those who disappeared were under tho 
age of 12 years.

MARK THE BALLOT CAREFULLY. 

In several of the country Circuit court dis- 
tricts three judges are to be elected, and the 
attorney general has given the country elec- 


missioners. The attorney general, quoting 
a ruling of the Supreme court of Iowa, says 
that where a voter places a cross in the 
| circle at the head of the party ticket and 
puts a cross in the square opposite the name 
of one or more candidates on the opposing 
ticket, the ballot can only be counted for 
the candidates whom the voter has specific- 
ally designated by a cross. 

There is no disagreement among the au- 
thorities as to the proper mode of counting 
a ballot which has been scratched in the 
manner described. There is still great ig- 
norance among the voters—greater in the 
city, probably, than in the country—as to 
the effect of that kind of scratching. There 
are many Chicagoans who usually vote par- 
ty tickets with little or no scratching, but 
who intend to vote next Monday as non- 
partisans. Unless well informed, many of

The title of the book is The Moor; or, The 
House of Holstein Gottorp in sweden,” by 
Magnus Crusenstolp. This book, which de- 
serves to be translated, deals with the cir- 
cumstances which led up to the removal of 
the house of Vasa from the throne of Sweden 
and the substitution in its stead of the 
French péasant born dynasty of Bernadotte, 
which King Oscar so worthily represents. 
But it sheds such a frightful light on the 
immorality, the treachery, and in one word 
of ‘the corruption of the Swedish aristocracy 
that King Oscar I. feared that if ever either 
of his two sons read the book in question 
they would become so violently prejudiced 
against the Swedish nobility, and would con- 
ceive such a horror for the aristocracy of the 
people over whom they were to be called 


ness of their reigns would be 
thereby.

Yet the book is wonderfully interesting, 
and if I draw attention to it it is because 
it contains one of those romances of real life 
which render the family history of the old 
world royalty .and of the ancient houses of 
the European aristocracy so far more fas- 
cinating and dramatic than any novel pro- 
duced by the imagination of a writer, no mat- 
ter how experienced. It relates to the mar- 
riage of Gustavus III. of Sweden, a descend- 
ant of the great King Gustavus Adolphus of 
the thirty years’ war. His union to Queen 
Sophie Madelaine, daughter of King Fred- 
erick V. of Denmark, was characterized by 
much unhappiness, which was fostered 
rather than prevented by her mother-in-law, 
Queen Louise Ulrica of Sweden, sister of 
King Frederick the Great of Prussia. 

Neglected by her husband, Queen Sophie 
Madelaine, according to the stories of the 
time, turned a ready ear to the blandish- 
ments of Baron Munck von Fulkila. one of 
the handsomest men at court, and who, 
owing to his dark complexion, due to the 
presence of a strong strain of Moorish blood 
in his veins, was popularly known as “ the 
Moor.” ‘Therefore when the young queen 
gave birth to a son, who subsequently as- 
ended the throne as Gustavus IV. at the 
age of 14, it was universally taken for 
granted that the boy was not the offspring’ 
of the king, but of the Moor.“ 

The book to which I refer describes a scene 
which took place when the old Queen Louise 
Ulrica caused the young prince to be brought 
to her when he was about 3 years old, and in 
the presence of a number of the members 
of the court subjected the child's features 
to the most searching scrutiny to ascertain 
whether she could find any traces of resem- 
bance therein to the Moor.” She was un- 
successful in her efforts, But neither could 
she discover any resemblance in the child 
to her son, King Gustavus III., and so she 
felt more convinced than ever that the boy, 
while the child of her daughter-in-law, was 
not the offspring of her son, the king. 


This serious doubt which existed as to the 
Tegitimacy of King Gustavus IV. played no 
small role in the intrigues which culminated 
in his removal from the throne in March, 
1809, and in the proclamation of his uncle, 
that is to say of the younger brother of King 
Gustavus III., as ruler of Sweden in his 
— under the title of Charles XIII. In- 

„ the book to which I have referred 
above goes far to demonstrate the fact that 
had it not been for this question as to the 
identity of the father of King Gustavus IV. 
the intrigues of his uncle to deprive him of 
his throne would never have been successful. 

— 


The granddaughter, ot the deposed and 
banished king, Gustavus IV. of Sweden, is now 
dowager queen of Saxony, while a grandson 
on the distaff side is the reigning grand duke 
of Baden, whose daughter is married to the 
present crown prince of Sweden. 

I related some time ago in these columns 
the scene of King Gustavus IV.’s deposition. 
how he fied in his nightshirt through the 
palace, and finally engaged in a hand to 
hand fight with several of the nobles of 
court, during the course of which he lost his 
sole remaining garment. Indeed, there 
was a most extraordinary mingling of trag- 
edy and of comedy in his removal from the 


But what I did not mention was the fact 
that from this favorite of Queen Sophie 
Madelaine, that is to say, Baron Munck, 
nicknamed “the Moor,” is descended that 
Miss Ebba Munck who was the maid of 
honor of the present queen, and to marry 
whom the now reigning King Oscar’s sec- 
ond son, also named Oscar, renounced all his 
titles and prerogatives as a prince of the 
reigning house of Sweden, assuming the role 
of a mere noble with the title of Prince Berna- 
dotte. Of course he has forfeited by his mar- 
riage all his rights of succession to the Swe- 
dish crown. 

The German chancellor, Count Bülow, has 
been bitterly assailed both at home and 
abroad for the favor which he has manifested 
to the Roman Catholic orders in general and 
to the Jesuits in particular, by according to 
them privileges not conceded by other coun- 
tries and by preventing the execution of the 
Prussian laws actually in existence against 
them, and much capital is now being made 
in this connection by his foes of the fact that 
a Jesuit priest, who was a Baron mile von 
Bülow, has just died at the age of 86 at the 
Jesuit college at Kalksburg, it being assert- 
ed that the chancellor’s friendliness towards 
the Jesuits is only natural, since he has near 
relatives belonging to the order. 

While it is perfectly true that the venera- 
ble priest in question was a Baron von 
Bülow, yet the relationship between him and 
the chancellor is so remote as to be scarcely 
worth mentioning. For the priest belonged 
to the Wedendorff branch of the Bülow fam- 
ily, whereas the chancellor belongs to the 
Plusgow branch, and these two branches 
parted company as far back as the year 1333, 
that is to say, some 600 years ago. So it 18 
scarcely lIlkely that the chancellor would 
allow himself to be in any way influenced by 
a kinsmanship so extremely remote.

Leopold, how- | 
ever, insists on retaining the major portion 
of the fortune, of which he has possession, 
and which he refuses to surrender. 

Legal proceedings have now been instituted 
by Princess Stephanie, her husband, and by 
her brother-in-law, Prince Philip of Coburg, 
and the curious feature of the situation is 
the association of Princess Stephanie and 
of Prince Philip of Coburg in the matter, 
since they have hitherto been at daggers 
drawn on account of his treatment of his 
wife, whom he drove to desperation by his 
cruelty, and whom he has now got locked up 
in a lunatic asylum near Dresden. As Prince 
Philip has never been divorced nor even

Creed of Simplicity and Good Taste, if Followed, 
Will Avoid Prodigality. 


I put him down as a misogynist who de- 
nies that it is woman's duty to look as well 


as she can. But that the sex thinks a great 


deal more about its clothes than is neces- 


or profitable is undoubtedly true. This, 


means not American women alone but the 
women of all countries. A woman should 
make it her first principle to be neat beyond 
any reproach, but after that she can well 
dispense with many of the sartorial excesses 
in which she indulges. 

Women spend several times as much 
money on their wardrobes today as a gen- 
ération ago, but this does not mean that 
they are necessarily extravagant. A woman 
who moves in society, participates in pub- 
lic affairs, plays golf, hunts, and sails a 
yacht naturally needs more clothes than the 
woman who does none of these things. If 
she has the means she may spend a great 
deal of money on dress and yet never com- 


mit the sin of extravagance. If her creed 
is simplicity and good taste she is safe, 
But if she overdresses in the ballroom or 
on the links she violates both eanons and 
is certainly a prodigal. 3 

English women spend less on clothes than 
their American sisters. This is because ma- 
terial and workmanship are cheaper in?Lon- 
don than in this country, and partly be- 
cause English standards of dress are not 
so high as ours. An English girl does not 
expect more than $200 to $300 a year to spend 
on her gowns. Lady Pauncefote's daughters 
while in Washington dressed on such allow- 
ances. Where is the American society girl 
who would be content to keep inside similar 
bounds? 

I cannot believe with our British critic 
that prodigality in dress has reached the 
stage of a curse to womankind, and I cer- 
tainly oppose his charge that American 
women encourage such prodigality. Quite 
the opposite. Unkind as it may seem, I 
should say that the American husband is 
responsible for his wife’s extravagance in 
nine cases out of ten where it exists. It is 
a result of his self-sacrificing generosity and 
openhanded scale of providine for his 
family.

American Women Dress in Accordance with the 
Means of Their Husbands. 

The question should read, it seems to me, 
“Is prodigality in women’s dress the curse 
of mankind?” and the husbands should be 
interviewed on the subject. For the matter 
of the cost of dressing bears a certain ratio 
to the length of the family purse and prod- 
igality is a term dependent thereon. 

From the point of view of the young mar- 
ried man, if the purse’ 1s short, the wife’s 
trousseau seemsanextremely prodigal affair. 
Of course he has no reason to regret that! 
Nor does he usually learn to regret the liberal 
indulgence which the girl has enjoyed in mai- 
denhood with her generous parents. For he 
soon discovers, to his astonishment, that the 
girl has adapted herself to the new situation 
with perfect ease and serenity and his ambi- 
tion at once becomes to supply the thousand 
and one erstwhile luxuries which set off her 
attractions. 
This aspiration grows rather than flags with 
age and prosperity, and, ,as the purse 
lengthens, and to the few simple gowns is 
added a variety of move ornate affairs that 
same man’s pride swells in appreciation of 
the fact that he is at length empowered to 
recompense the first few years of sacrifice. 

If statistics could be procured on the sub- 
ject, I feel confident few American women 
would be found who dress beyond their 
means. Many on limited allowances are 
clever enough to look extremely and surpris- 
ingly well at small cost. As for women of 
great wealth, why should they not encourage 
the perfection of the dressmaker’s art? The 
peautiful American woman gowned in an 
artistic creation, which has taken great 
thought and labor on the part of the modiste, 
gratifies the esthetic sense just as a beautiful 
picture, Probably this so-called prodigality 


has, in a great measure, made the beauty - 


of the American woman famous, has made 
the foreigners anxious for American wives, 
and has made American husbands proud of 
them. ‘They all prefer this “ curse” “ for 
better and for worse.” ’ 

All this, of course, does not apply to spin- 
sters.

TWO MEN ACCUSED OF ROBBING 


, Rosenfield Bros. company, Jochannah ] ynile Ezamining a Satchel Said to 


Contain. the Results of One Night's 
Raid Prisoners Are Surprised by 
Postoffice Inspectors and Taken 
Into Custedy—Believed to Have Se- 
cured Thousands of Dollars by 
Their Operations. 


are said to have stolen thousands of letters 
from the mail boxes in all parts of the city, 
were arrested yesterday morning by Post- 
office Inspectors Germer and Ketcham. 

In the arrest of the men Col. J. E. Stuart 
‘believes he has ended mail box raiding, and 
the inspectors are rejoicing over the success 
of a campaign against letter thieves which 
has extended over eight months. They be- 
lieve the pair has stolen at least 25,000 let- 
ters from mail boxes during that time, and 
probably secured thousands of dollars. ö 

The men arrested are Frank Blake and 
Henry Hoekzema. They were caught in a 
room at Morgan and Congress streets while 


secured by rifling mall boxes on the west 
side. In their possession were found two 
keys that would open every mail box in the 
city. When surprised by the inspectors they 


on Sunday. Many of them contained money 
and checks. | 
End of a Long Vigil. 

The attempt to catch the robbers began 
eight months ago, when hundreds of com- 
plaints were received by Inspector Stuart of 
letters lost and letters delayed. Germer and 
Ketcham were assigned to the case and soon 
discovered that wholesale robbery of ‘mail 
boxes was going on in many parts of the 
city. They found that hundreds of letters 
were being remalled in parts of the city far 
removed from the boxes from which they 
had been taken. 3 

After a month’s work the inspectors saw a 


man with a satchel acting in a suspicious 


manner, and they trailed him to the house 
at Congress and Morgan streets. They 
learned that he and a companion went out 
early every evening, carrying grips, and re- 
turned usually after midnight, and remained 
in their rooms at work for hours after that. 

Last Sunday night the inspectors secured 
evidence that one of the men had opened a 
mail box. They watched the house and saw 
the men return shortly after midnight. At2 
o’clock yesterday morning Germer and 
Ketcham entered the room and found the 
men at work opening letters. 

Hoekzema Considered the Leader. 

Inspector Stuart says Hoekzema is the 
principal in the robberies. He says the men 
smashed locks on mail boxes, probably a, 
year ago, and secured impressions from 
which they made keys. He considers the ar- 
rests as among the most important of his 
official career. 

When taken before Commissioner Hum- 
phrey, Hoekzema waived examination and 
was held to the federal grand jury in $5,000 
bonds. The case against Blake was con- 
tinued until May 29. 

Inspector Germer said that Hoekzema, who 
also is known as Howard, had admitted tak- 
ing some letters from mail boxes. :

The School 
of Domestic Arts has as one of its hopes a 
house in which to train servants in house- 
hold work, as the Boston women plan, but 
has never been encouraged to attempt it by 
the numbers in the cooking classes. 

The Plaza hotel finds the plan successful. 
Each tenant furnishes an apartment and 
takes care of it. The hotel management sup- 
ples servants who work by the hour, and 
the amount is added to the rental. The dozen 
or more girls employed are under the super- 
vision of the housekeeper. The manage- 
ment does not train the girls. It employs 
— for housework, but does not guarantee 
0 8. 

The scheme entirely satis®ctory,’’ said 
Manager Hill. “It saves the tenants all 
worry; their servant’s wages is only a small 
item of hotel expense, and we have the 
trouble of finding and keeping good girls.”’ 

“I am pessimistic about seeing the plan 
of the Boston Educational union carried out 
successfully in Chicago,“ said Miss Bulloch, 


manager of the School of Domestic 
Arts and Science “for ‘the reason 
that we cannot get the girls. A 


number of Chicago women would be glad 
to see such a school founded, and it would 
be a big step toward solwing the servant 
problem, but even in our cooking classes 
we cannot get the class of girls we want to 
reach. Until Chicago housekeepers raise 
their standards, so that incompetent servants 
cannot get positions, I do not see how such 
a school can be made a success. 

“A number of young women in Chicago 
make a living by going to private homes to 
do housework a few hours each day. They 
either are unable to leave their homes or 
have not the inclination to enter regular 
household service, but can give a few hours 
each day, make fair wages, and have greater 
independence than the regular servant. One 
young woman on Hudson avenue has a half 
dozen families whose apartments she takes 
care of, and then is home in the evening to 
take care of an invalid mother.“

INDICTED FOR MANSLAUGHTER 
IN RUNNING OVER A WOMAN. 


C. H. Barrow, Whose Carriage Killed 
Mrs. Annie Johnson in Jackson 
Boulevard, Held by Grand Jury. - 


The grand jury yesterday voted an indict- 
ment for manslaughter against Charles H. 
Barfow, driver of a carriage which crushed 
out the life of Mrs. Annie Johnson, 306 Thirty- 
fifth street, at State street and Jackson 
boulevard on last Thursday. When he saw 
that the woman was injured Barrow descend- 
ed from the box,. helped lift her from the 
pavement, and then, after giving his name 
and address to the police, drove his fares ”’ 
to a depot, to which he was hurrying when 
the accident occurred. 

The jury decided that Barrow, who was 
trotting his team, had been criminally care- 
less of the safety of others. This careless- 
ness resulted in the death of a woman, and 
was therefore manslaughter. 

“Will the indictment hold before a jury 
at trial“ an assistant state’s attorney was 
asked. | 

It it is shown that the death was the re- 
sult of the defendant's carelessness, it will 
hold in law,“ was the answer. Ot course, a 
petit jury might look at the conduct of the 
man after the accident as a mitigating cir- 
cumstance. Had he whipped up his horses 
and run away that circumstances would be 
against him before a jury.” '
